7th and 9th to 13th. The next will reae! 
the Pacific coast about the 14th, cros 
the western mountains by the close o 
the 15th, the great central valley Iron 
the 16th to the 18th and the easten 
states by the 19th. 


This will be a severe and dangerou* 


storm. A period of dangerous stormt 
may be expected from the 15th to th 
25th. 


The cool wave will cross the westen 


mountains about the 18th, the grea 
central valleys about the 20th and thi 
eastern states about the 22d. Coo. 
nights about the 7th and 8th, 13th tc 
loth, 25th to 27th, SCth and 31st in tht 
great central valleys, with danger o 
frosts in northern latitudes. Farthej 
west, these will occur one or two day^ 
earlier, and east one or two days later 


GEOLOGY, SPECIES AND FLOODS. 


Geologists divide animal species intc 


six ages, in each of which the form o 
life materially differed from all tht 
others aud strata formed in water aho\ 
that in each of these periods the water 
of the oceans differed from those o 
other periods. The subject of this dis- 
cussion requires a further investiga 
tion as to whence came these nev 
animal forms, fossils of which are found 
in those geological ages. Did they 
come from space f 


STRANGE VISITORS. 


A golden yellow snow fell in Germany 


which when melted and the water ex- 
amined with a microscope revealec 
animal organism shaped like discs, 
horns, coffee beans and arrows. 
It 


1846 
a remakable fall of these organ- 


isms occurred hi which were found 
more than one hundred kinds, none o 
which have ever been known to exist 
on earth. Darwin says a shower oi 
these little animals at Cape Verdt 
covered more than a million squart 
miles. Its vast extent, 1,000 miles, 
proves that they could not have come 
from the earth. In 1803 a shower o 
strange organisms fell over a vast ter- 
ritory of Italy and Europe. A showei 
of sixty-four different animal organ- 
isms fell in southwestern Italy in 1813. 
In 1755, 600 square miles were covered 
one inch deep by such a shower. Ai 
the same time the colored snow con- 
taining these animal germs fell nint 
feet deep in the Alps. 
In northeri. 


Europe these colored snows have re- 
peatedly fallen, sometimes containing 
carbon dust which must have origin- 
ated 
outside 
of our atmosphere. 


Showers have fallen also in Kentucky, 
Asia-Minor and Palestine. 


More than 300 kinds of these animal 


organism have been determined by ait. 
of the microscope and all efforts to flna 
something like them on earth havt 
failed. If they had been taken up intc 
the atmosphere by whirlwinds, torna- 
does or hurricanes, their kind could bt 
found living somewhere on the earth. 
It -(fas estimated that forty-five tons ol 
these little animals fell in the Lyons- 
shower among which were 100 specie^. 
Similar specimens have been found on 
aerolites that have fallen on the earth, 
These little creatures are strangers 
who 
are visiting 
on 
our earth. 


Some of them may find a congenial 
clime and develope into larger animals 
but most of them perish because they 
are not fitted to theio- new environ- 
ments. Their homes may be in outer 
space, beyond our atmosphere, where 
there are warm electric currents plying 
between sun and earth or between our 
sun and the more distant stars. 


A million years is not an unreason- 


able time for the deep belts to have re- 
mained encircl/ng the earth. Saturn's 
belts and rings are divided into several 
stratums of clouds differing in their 
compositions. With .such dense belts 
of cloud formations around the earth 
some of these little germs of animal 
life would find a lodgment and a home 
in the upper, some in the miOdle and 
some in the lower belts, become ac- 
climated to their new environments and 
when these several belts fell to the 
earth in great floods at different periods 
the life forms that came with the floods 
would survive while the great change 
in the waters would destroy the old 
forms that had before occupied the 
earth. 


ANIMAL LIFE EVBBYWHEKE. 


No place has ever been found on 


earth, except in intense heat, where 
animal life does not exist. As far north 
and south as has been ventured have 
been found an abundance of life forms, 
especially in the waters, and facts 
stated above would indicate that space 
beyond our atmosphere swarms with 
minute germs capable of being seen 
only through powerful microscopes. 


These facts have led me to suspect 


that animal life, which geologists be- 
lieve originated- in 
really been evolved 


the oceans, has 
from germs that 


came from space. This theory har- 
monizes with the fact that with %ach 
great flood and change of ocean waters 
came new life forms while the old life 
forms perished. 


CHALK BEDS. 


The fossil remains that go to make 


up the chalk beds are very similar to 
tnose little life germs that now occa- 
sionally fall in the colored snows and 
it is known that when these chalk beds 
were deposited our oceans consisted of 
lime water, as they now do of salt water. 
It is more reasonable than to claim 
that the chalk germs came with a great 
flood previous to Noah's flood than to 
.claim, as geologists do, that the chalk 
beds had their origin in the chaltani- 
mals. Law, universal law, demands 
that the lime must, have been in the 
waters before these ohaikemnjal

The 
vhite chalk is lighter than the gray 
md therefore the latter fell first or 
ettled first to the bottom of the 
Dceans. 


WHAT WE KNOW. 


We know that our atmosphere holds 


the lea&t amount of vapors when all 
the planets are at aphelion, that the 
,'reatest floods occur when these bodies 
<.re receding from the sun and from 
the earth and, reasoning from anology, 
we must believe that the cataclysmic 
loods occurred when our sun w 
'arthest from the magnetic center 
iround which it revolves. 


Therefore I place the periods of these 


,'reat floods at about 26,000years apart, 
rhe great year is 25,827 years—that is, 
he sun makes one revolution around 
ts magnetic center in that time—and 
it the end of that period the sun and 
^olar system are at their farthest point 
'rom their great magnetic center and 
,hen carry their least amount of mat- 
,er in their clouds, belts and rings.
